W. F. Sohroeder, » yoaog German 
•DthniiMl upon ihe subject of balloon- 
ing, MUt to the Select and Common 
Council* last Thursday • proposition to 
illuminate th« «ity on the Fourth of July, 
irvm an altitude of about 500 feet, by 
•MUM of an "air ahip" and «alciuia 
laghto and reflector*, for the modest re- 
muneration of $750. The Sunday World 
interriewed him on Saturday, and was 
•hewn k diagram of the vessel, which 
the inventor explained. The "ship," 
whieh U BOW in (he coarse of construc- 
tion, is to be 130 fed long, §0 feet high, 
and 60 feet through the center. The in- 
ner balloon is of twill mdarin, of whieh 
tt snaUins 1,800 yartfs, while thS ootor 
balloon, whieh covers one-third of the 
inner and forms a parachute in case of 
••eldsjut, is of cight-potcd oanvtti dock. 
The beat underneath the balloon is 
m«d* of wire, is 75 feet long, 5 feet high, 
a*d is upheld horizontally by wires. 
She has three r adders, one at either side 
•midship* and one large one aft. Her 
propelling power is a pulling fan, or 
screw, in the bow, whieh will be driven 
up to 900 revolutions per minute, if aec- 
eaaary, by a ten-horse "hydro carbon 
engino," wjich can bs driven for twenty- 
four hours on one gallon. The whole 
•ppararas, including the gas, will neigh 
4,580 pounds, and the lifting power of 
the snip will be 27,000, for the hyd.os'en 
*jas Mr. Sohroeder intends to use hut an 
elevating power of IX ounces per cubic 
foot, the weight of the 4,280 cubic feet 
of gas employed being only one pound. 
For illuminating purposes the inventor 
propaaes to hare ten flrst-rlass silver- 
plated reflectors, ten feet eaoh in diame- 
ter, (depended from the car in which 
will be the apparatus of the calcium 
lights. Mr. Sohroeder U most sanghlne 
of sneeesi, and declares that from 'a 
bight oi five or six hundred feet he will 
illuminate an area of fonr nvles. If the 
Councils accept Mr. Schroeder'i offer, 
and the air ship should happen to prove 
a sueoets and obey its inventor's will, 
the Centennial Exhibition will have ad- 
dad to it a feature that will attract the 
attention oi the whole scientific world.—

Tha> B*7*a AlWrt Bride*. 


The Boya] Albert Bridge, which is to 


span the St. Lawrence at Montreal, a 
little lower down than the "Victoria 
Bridge, is to accommodate a railway 
track, carriage and sart traffic, and a 
tramway line, and provision is also to be 
made to* pedestrians. Its total length 
will be 15,000 linear feet, or very nearly 
three suits. It will hare one opening 
of between 500 and 600 feet clear span 
over th* navigable channel of the St. 
Lawrence, with a height of 130 feet 
above the water at high tide, five of 300 
feet eaoh at the same height, fonr of 340 
f**t each, and fifty-one of 200 feet each. 
The estimated cost of the bridge is 
$4,000(000, and its erection, which will 
commence this spring, 1* expected to 
ooonpy three years, 
The Victoria 


Bridge, which has hitherto passed for 
bring we largest in the world, is only 
7,000 feet long, with one opening of 330 
fact span, and fourteen of 249 feet span. 
It* construction occupied six years, and 
the total cost was £1.360.000. 


Th* cigar-shaped submerged torpedo, 


propelled and exploded electricity from 
on shore, was tested satisfactorily in the 
Potornao rrver, April 23d. It is an iron 
boat about twenty feet long and three 
f**t in diameter, and contains motive 
pow*r amfieient to drive it two miles. 
Th* machine is eontiolled by an electric 
battery, to which the operator commn- 
nioaUs through a wire which rolls from 
a r**l as the boat moves. The operator 
i* able at will to turn the boat in any di- 
rection, stop or hack it, or fire the charge 
whieh blows the boat to atoms, and must 
certainly destroy th* strongest ship 
afloat. It mores under water at such a 
dvpth that no shot can reach it, and 
travels farter than the swiftest steamer. 
Officers of the navy, who are familiar 
with this implement of warfare, say a 
harbor protected by it need f*ar no 


ny.

Northern Trunk Lin*. 


The Oakland and Berkeley Branch, 


or O. B., is the title by which the 
)akland Division of the Northern 
Railway is known among railroad 
men. 
The new road is owned by the 


managers of the Central Pacific 
tailroad Company, and is being eon- 
tructed by the Western Develop- 
ment Company. Charles Crocker, 
of the Central Pacific, when before 
the City Council for the right of 
way through certain streets in West 
Oakland, stated that the Northern 
iailway would run direct to Tehaiua 
via Martinez and Suisun, and would 
probably be, eventually, pushed on 
a the main line to Oregon. He also 
itated that his company would con- 
struct a branch to Bantas, on the 
Central Pacific, so as to drain all the 
eastern and southern roads of their 
ast as well as their heavy trains, 
hus avoiding the heavy grades and 
circuitous route by Livermore. The 
Northern BaUroad has already been 
completed some twenty miles be- 
pond Tehama. and work on that end 
s being vigorously pushed.

streets on a more extensive scale 
:han heretofore, though it has not 
yet gone for enough in this direc- 
tion. There is an agreement with 
the Contra Costa Water Company to 


•nish water at the rate of 25 cents 


per thousand gallons, so that the 
•water bill will be light. The city 
runs two sprinkling wagons and is 
about to procure another. Those 
in use are each of a capacity of 750 
gallons, making a total of 2,000 
gallons. As these wagons are to 
be run 
day 
and 
night, each 


will 
make 
about 
40 
trips 


in the 
twenty-four hours, dis- 


tributing a total of 80,000 gallons 
per day, costing 320, or 8520 for 
the month, counting only the work- 
ing days. This might be doubled 
or trebled to good advantage. The 
cheapest way to preserve a macad- 
amized roadway is to keep il, well 
watered; mere sprinkling is not 
enough. Many mountain toll roads 
in this State are thus kept in repufr. 
The macadam on our more import- 
ant streets is wearing out very rapid- 
ly, and the Council cannot be too 
prompt in carrying out a measure 
that will at the same time prevent 
needless expenditures for repairs 
and also add very greatly to the at- 
tractiveness of the city. 


BUILDINQ NOTES. 


BiiUdinge Projected and in CoaVM 


of Erectlofc-The March of Im< 
provements* 


At the present time there are a 


dozen first-class improvements in 
course of erection, to be used for 
business purposes and we believo 
that so many expensive structures 
have never before been simultaneous- 
ly projected as now. The massivo 
building at the corner of Ninth and 
Washington streets shows its full 
proportions and will probably be 
the finest in the city. It has a front- 
age of 125 feet on Ninth street and 
100 feet on Washington street; it is 
three stories high and has a largo 
basement. 
The ground floor will 


contain seven stores and thoro will 
be 58 rooms up strairs, those on the 
second story being designed for use as 
offices. The second story will also 
contain a Masonic Hall 38x60 feet in 
size, with suitable refreshment and 
ante rooms. The hight of tho hall 
will bo 17 feet. The architectural 
appearance of the building will be 
/quite imposing, the front being of 
iron and pressed brick. John Nich- 
ols is the owner of this splendid 
property, and when tho structure is 
completed it will have cost him 
£50,000. The plans and specifica- 
tions were prepared by Clinton Day, 
the well known architect. 


A. J. Snyder is erecting a first- 


class building on the opposite cor- 
ner 
of Washington and 
Ninth 


streets, 
having 
a 
frontage of 


50 feet 
on the 
former 
street 


and 
76% 
*eet 
on 
the 
latter. 


The plans were prepared by Mr. 
Day. 
The building will be threo 


stories high and will have a doep 
basement. 
On the ground floor 


there will be three stories and tho 
upper stories will contain 23 rooms. 
The front of tho building will be 
partly iron and partly Foar-'Stone 
and pressed brick and it will present 
a very fine and substantial appear- 
ance. The cost will be about $28,000, 


On another corner of Ninth and 


Washington streets, in the former 
site of tho Methodist Church, Mr. 
Gootl, of San Francisco, is building 
a three story structure which will 
compare favorably with those wo have 
just mentioned. 
The plans wora 


prepared 
by 
Mr. 
Tibbals, an 


architect and contractor of this city. 
The building will have a frontage of 
100 feet on Washington street and 
80 feet on Ninth street, and the 
front will be of iron and brick. The 
lower floor will be used for stores 
and the upper stories will be divided 
into rooms for use as offices or for 
lodgings. 
The erection of throo 


first-class buildings in this ono lo- 
cality will certainly give to it an 
importance it would not otherwise; 
attain for some years to come. There 
are not now store-s enough on Broad- 
way to meet the demand, and an 
quick as the new buildings arc ready 
for occupancy they will undoubted- 
ly be filled by desirable tenants. 


The bank building on tho corner 


of Broadway and Twelfth street will 
be a prominent feature in that part 
of the city and will stimulate other 
building enterprises in that vicinity. 
At any day we may expect to see a 
large force of laborers at work ex- 
cavating on the property of D. L. 
Emerson, adjoining. Whenever he 
moves in the matter, ho will cer- 
tainly be prepared to erect a build 
ing that will be far ahead of any- 
thing else in the city. Some time in 
the latter part of the season we are 
informed, W. W. Camran will erect 
a costly structure on the corner of 
Broadway and Fourteenth street, ad- 
jacent to the Delger Block. 


Wemmer's two-story brick build- 


ing on the upper side of Eighth 
street, between Broadway and Frank- 
lin, is progressing very rapidly, and 
will be completed in a row weeks. 
At East Oakland and at West Oak- 
land there is the same degree of ac- 
tivity in the erection of buildings 
designed for building purposes, 
which we regard a» a most gratifying 
sign. For the last two or throo 
years business improvements havo 
not kept pace with the development 
of the city in other respects, but this 
year we are likely to see a desirable 
change. Very many valuable resi- 
dences are going up and many more 
are projected, and everything we can 
learn, justifies the opinion that the 
building record for the present year 
will greatly exceed that for any pro 
ceding one.
